This was corrob- 
orated by the affidavit of Thomas’ 
chauffeur, who asserted he first tried to 
cash the check. The check was offered 
by the prosecutor as evidence. 


May Douglass’ wffidavit was the pros- 
ecutor’s next testimony. She stated 
that July 13 Henry Smith was present 
when one of his companions, Lonnie 
Conners, struck her and a man, knock- 
ing them down in Josie Hall's place. 
Smith held her, she declared, when she 
tried to call the police. 

Says He Paid Her Fine. 

| Mrs. Bessie Lipe, 16 years old, known 
as Johnnie Morley at Josie Hall's 
house, where she lived, told in an affi- 
davit of motor car drinking expeditions 
with Smith to various roadhouses. Aug. 
EF. 1912, she was released from the work- 
house, and {Josie Hall told her, she 
said, that’ Henry Smith had brought 
about her release by paying her fine 
of $25. 

Aug. 10 she went motor riding with 
Smith and he intimated that she was 
under obligations to him for having 
her released from the workhouse. Her 
statement was ‘corroborated by $an 
affidavit by her sister, Mrs, Lela 
Janes, 22 years old, who also lived 
at Josie Hall's house. The older sis- 
ter declared that the younger one 
was 16, but that she had gone to 
police headquarters, told the police 
that she was 22 and obtained a police 
ecard, giving her permission to live 
at Josie Halls house, 

The affidavit of Doris Wheeler, 
read by Conkling, declared that Hen- 
ry Smith was’in her house when the 
police raided it. Smith, she stated, 
told the raiding officers to. go about 
their business and the raid stopped 
promptly without any arrests. Conk- 
ling concluded his affidavits with the 
introduction of a statement by a 
saloon keeper named Johnson, who 
said he had paid Marks a fee for re- 
opening his saloon after all other 
efforts had failed. Conkling intro- 
duced two .checksg to Marks .as evi- 
dence. Marks was not, at that time, 
a member of the Police Commission. 


Amid the acrimony that followed 
the reading of the affidavits, Conk- 
ling asserted, tirat he had made an 
effort to have Marks indicted by the 
last grand jury. He termed it as ‘“‘un- 
trustworthy’’ and blamed a prominent 
Democratic politician, Mike Ross, for 
the failure to return an _ indictment 
against Marks.

Justice Elkin was shown the let- 
ter printed in the September issue of 
Hearst’s Magazine and said he an- 
swered the letter fully in 1908, when 
the letters first were published, and 
added: 

‘The contribution was received for 
pelitical ‘purposes and used for 
them. I have nothing further to say 
in the matter.” 

Justice Elkin was commissioned At- 
terney-General of the State Jan, 18, 
1299, and March 15, 1900, he received 
the following telegram from John D. 
Archbold, according to Hearst's Mag. 


azine: 
“Hon. John P. Elkin, Indiana, Pa. 


“Telegram received: Will do: as 
requested. - 
. “JOHN D. ARCHBOLD.” 


Letter Sent With $5000. 

A letter bearing the sam: date as 
the above telegram was sent to Justice 
Elkin by Archbold, according to the 
magazine, as follows:

Adequate Facilities Might Have 
Prevented Total Loss of Ad- 
_ » ministration Structure.

FARMINGTON, Mo., Aug. $1.—Fire, 
which started on the roof, supposedly 
from fire pots left there by men who 
were repairing the structure, today 
destroyed the administration building 
of the State Hospital for the Insane 
No, 4. 

Only the walls remained standing, 
although much of the contents, in- 
cluding the hospital records, were 
saved, 

The building was the center of the 
_ hospital group of gothic architecture 
built of hewn stones. It cost in the 
neighborhood of $40,000. Two hospital 
employes ,were overcome by the heat 
and smoke in trying to save the con- 
tents of the building. 

Hospital No. 4 is constructed upon 
the cottage plan, providing for a 
series of detached cottages instead 
of a single building or hall. Each of 
these cottages is capable of accom- 
modating about 60 patents. The near- 
est of these to the burned building 
is about 400 feet. The wind blew the 
sfioke and embers in a direction op- 
posite from these so that the patients 
are not disturbed or excited in any 
way. Groups -of these on the ground 
for exercise watched the burning 
.| building without any demonstration. 
Had the fire plugs in the hospital 
grounds been of the same size as 
those in the city of Farmington, the 
total loss of the building might have 
been prevented, 

After a run of over a mile the local 

fire department of, the city found 
that its 2000 feet of hose was useless. 
The members have a record of not 
having permitted the total loss of a 
building in the 12 years of its or- 
ganization. 
For some reason the hospital fire 
equipment could not be made of much 
service. It'is possible that the walls, 
which remain standing, can be used 
in rebuilding.

Rostron of the steamship Carpathia, 
who stood by with his vessel after 
the Titanic went down April 15 and 
rescued 704 persons, was the recipi- 
ent of more honors toda ywhen the 
Life Saving Benevolent Association 
presented him with a gold medal. 
The presentation took place at the 
offices of the association, 57 Wall 
street. On the face of the medal is 
cast a ship at sea in a storm, while 
around the edge on the disc are the 
words: “Life Saving Benevolent As- 
sociation; ew York, Incerporated 
29th March, 1849.”

“Awarded to Capt. Arthur Henry 
Rostron, who, through his sense of 
humanity and realization of his duty.

phy that the S. S. Titanic was in im- 
minent. danger, remained as near to 
her as possible and took on board his 
ship, April 15, 1912, 704 persons who 
had left in boats the sinking 8S.

Ad- 
miral Ward’s friends here say the 
Admiral’s health is good and that if 
he is sent before a medical board it 
will be for the purpose of obtaining 
his retirement. 

It is said that it is not hard for 
the head of the Navy to procure a 
medical board which will find physi- 
cal or mental defects in an officer if 
so desired.

Washington; Chandler A. Oakes, asso- 
ciate counsel in New York. The Stand- 
ard Trust Co. of New York became} 
trustee of the bonds: the Bankers’ 
Trust Co. was the transfer agent, the 
Equitable Trust Co. was the registrar. 
The depositaries were the Union bank 
of Pittsburg and the Standard Trust 
Co. of New York. 

Most of the men in the syndicate 
were acquaintainces of Philander C. 
Knox. Some of them were clients of 
the firm of which he was a member in 
Pittsburg at the time. 

The company through the influence 
of the Pennsylvania Senators, had an 
old friend of Deitrick sent to Cape 
Gracios a Dios as -American Consul. 
For a.time exploitation work was 
pushed. A great hotel was built, offices 
were constructed,’ a railroad planned 
and banana plantations begun. 

Suddenly everything stopped. There 
had been a sudden and serious break 
in relations between Zelaya and the 
American capitalists, Zelaya had dis- 
covered that the concessions granted to 
the Pittsburg group were richer than 
his own, also that:they were not pay- 
ing him any further tribute. Coinci- 
dentally he had also learned that other 
mining interests had eyes on Nicaragua. 
It was suggested at the time that he 
might himself handle, not only the 
Villebeauve, but the Deitrick conces- 
sion in any new deal with any 
Business’”’ that was looking for Nica- 
ragua grants. 

Thus it came about in April, 1909, 
that Zelaya, through Minister Irias, en- 
tered into an agreement with one Solo- 
mon Sifva for Silva to undertake, 
through’ the Nicaraguan courts,“to can- 
cel two concessions which Dietrick had 
disposed of to the Pittsburg group. 
The Pittsburg incorporators immedi- 
ately took the matter up with the State 
Department at Washington, which, 
reason of its prior acquaintance’ with 
the terms of the concession, was bet- 
ter able to protect the American inter- 
ests involved. The authorities in Wash- 
ington informed the representatives of 
the Pittsburg company that the conces- 
sions were all right and that if they 
complied with the laws and the agree- 
ment on the concessions they would be 
duly protected. 

Gave Opti to a Briton, 
Whils the PittSburg group had im- 
portuned Mr. Knox and he had said it 
was all right, the group were not satis- 
filed in their own minds that they had 
sufficiently interested the diate Depart- 
ment. So on June 16, 1909, ‘they joined 
with other mining interests and gave to 
Capt. 8. H. Gardyne Stuart, a well- 
known BEnglish mining promoter and 
known’ British subject, an option on 
their holdings in such shape that they 
were protected in order that the latter 
might deal as a British subject with the 
Managuan Government. 

The State Department protested to 
the Nicaraguan Government. Capt. Stu- 
art Opened negotiations, so both he and 
the other party to the transaction as- 
sert, through Jose Arambara, a well- 
known figure in éw York Spanish- 
American circles, who had not then 
broken with Zelaya. Zelaya wrote to 
Capt. Stuart, through Arambara, who 
also had large mining interests, saying, 
in diplomatic terms and hidden meaning 
that he was glad jto deal with Capt. 
Stuart, but that he would no ‘longer 
deal with the Pittsburg people. The 
American Department of State had got 
nO satisfaction out of Zelaya through 
the Nicaraguan Minister or otherwise, 
and the Pittsburg peopie meantime had 
secured powerful Pennsylvania political 
interests to press the need for action.

Lefevre and Millard represented the 
great interests that had been looking 
into the concession held“by Zelaya and 
that “held by the Pittsburg syndicate 
which -Zelaya sought to capture.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Mrs. Sarah 
Harris, the paralytic who wrote Friday 
begging the Legislature be induced to 
pass a law to enable her to be freed by 
death from the torture of lying, help- 
less, suffering and unable to move, on a 
hospital bed until her life, now barely 
in its prime, shall have run its natural 
course, Was greatly delighted with the 
publicity given her wishes today. 

Mrs, harris’ open and public plea for 
death has aroused discussion all over 
the city. A reporter visited Mrs. Har- 
ris tonight to discuss with her the opin- 
ions various physicians had expressed 
during the day about her case. He found 
her lying on her back in bed in the 
Audubon Sanitarium at 84 Nicholas 
place. She is a comely woman of 33, 
from whose wasted face three years of 
complete paralysis have not entirely 
erased traces of beauty. A smile lit up 
her eyes as the reporter entered. 

Wants Law to Provide Death. 

“I hope the newspapers will keep this 
question before the public and that it 
will be agitated until those of us who 
know we are simply doomed to be help- 


less burdens to ourselves and to those/ 


who,-care for us can be lawfully put 
out of our misery,’ she said. 

“You must realize my ’ helplessness 
when I long for death as sincerely as 
any mortal ever wished for anything, 
rand yet am so stricken I cannot even 
put an end to my misery. 

“TIT want you to understand, to begin 
with, that I am quite helplessly par- 
alyzed. Very eminent doctors and sur- 
geons—men who have studied and trav- 
eled both here and abroad. and who 
know as much about neurology as is 
known today—have.told me with blunt 
kindness I am not to get well.

In comparison with the Queensberry 
rules, which govern boxing between pro- 
fessionals, the A. A. U. rules governing 
amateur boxing are positively dangerous. 

These rules were written many years 
ago. They are ambiguous in many par- 
ticulars and susceptible of many inter- 
pretations, Each locality has its own, 
and a boxer in one section of the coun- 
try has no idea of what may be required 
of him in another, although supposed to 
be boxing under-the same rules. Uni- 
formity of interpretation and applica- 
tion is sadly lacking. 

RULES PERMIT KNOCKOUT 

THREE TIMES IN FIGHT 
PRINCIPAL danger that .may be 
mentioned is the fact that, under 
these rules, it is possible for a 
boxer to suffer a knockout three times 
in the same bout—the first two ‘tnock-

Inexperienced seconds are allo to 
care for inexperienced boxers, and in 
many instances they do more harm than 
good. All of this could, and should, be 
avoided if the Amateur Athletic Union 
would permit a needed revision of its 
rules. 

Boxing is probably the best source of 
revenue for the A. A. U. of afl the 
sports over which it claims jurisdiction, 
and receives probably the least consid- 
eration. | 

Officers of the Western division of 
the A. A. U., who appreciate the value 
of boxing and have encouraged it, have 
shown a willingness for remedial action, 
but the governing board of the national! 
organization has maintained a silent 
contempt that is unpardonable. 

It is probable our American boxers 
will win out in the Olympiad if their 
welfare is given the same consideration 
as will be paid that of athletes compet- 
ing in other branches of sport.

Since a slump that sent cotton 
prices tumbiing to a level of 11 cents 
for New York December options early 
in the week, the markets have re- 
mained practically unchangec. The 
main factor in the decline seems to 
have been the weather, which has 
been improving steadily over nearly 
the entire cotton belt. For the most 
part, conditions in Texas are dis- 
tinctly favorable to further advance- 
ment of the crop, while in Arkansas 


and Oklahoma good progress is re- 
ported. There is some complaint of 
insects in Louisiana, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippl ang Georgia, but on the 
whole these states enjo improved 
conditions. They are ‘from two to 
three weeks late, however, 

In the Carolinas good progress is 
being made. Given a late and unfa- 
vorable start, the crop has so far 
managed to pass through a very crit- 
ical period without serious damage 
and has reached a stage of develop- 
ment that leads the trade to begin to 
speculate on the frost date as the 
greatest determining factor in the 
size of the te 

Sept. 3 the Government report of 
the condition of the crop on Aug, 25 
will be issued. This is probably the 
most important of the condition re- 
ports, 


Early Movement Heavy. 


Cotton is opening rapidly in Texas. 
So far the movement there has passed 
the mark set by any other season at 
the same time and it is likely that 
this heavy movement has affected 
prices. In Georgia the movement is 
very small compared with last year, 
owing to the lateness of the crop in 
that territory. 

Speculation seems to be favoring the 
bear side of the market. Most per- 
sons with a decided opinion seem in- 
clined to expect still lower prices. On 
the other hand, some usually well-post- 
ed and more conservative traders point 
to the heavy decline in prices and voice 
the opinion that this decline has dis- 
vounted favorable weather conditions. 
The excellent crops of all kinds, all 
over this country, make for general 
prosperity and buying power and the 
activity shown by buyers in the dry 
goods markets amply testifies to this 
fact. The mills are standing firm in 
their prices for cotton goods and find 
no difficulty in obtaining what they 
ask. Yarns are firm. Jobbers are 
agreeably surprised at the big business 
they are doing, and buyers from the 
smaller markets are staying longer and 
buying more than had been expected. 
Wholesalers report satisfactory busi- 
ness, and the retail trade is active. 

Spot market prices have declined ma- 
terially and are in line with contract 
prices. In Texas there is a large ex- 
port demand, which is hampered no lit- 
tle by the scarcity of ocean room. 
Freight room at Galveston is way up 
and hard to get, and it looks as if there 
has been considerable selling of cotton 
for September. shipme as well as for 
the later months. 

In other states the @ovement of new 
cotton is too small to make a market, 
but receipts of new cotton are coming 
in in small lots at New Orleaps and 
Mobile, while Savannah is beginning tu 
receive several hundred bales per day.

A few days of bright 
weather will probably find the foreign 
markets lower and Mr. Broomhall ca- 
bling that the situation has suddenly 
improved. 


Movement Is Large. 


In the Southwest the movement to 
market is heavier than last year, but 
the weather has not been dry and fa- 
vorable for continued shipments and re- 
ceipts at the ache points have been 
slightly less than the trade anticipated. 

th the Kansas crop moving, however, 
increased supplies may be expected, 
and a rush of wheat both in the South- 
west and Northwest at about the same

TRACKS TO CONNECT 
WITH TRUNK LINES 


St. Louis and New York Capi- 
tal Said to Be Interested in 
Ambitious Plan to Give 
City an ee Sys- 
tem. 





The Holbrook-Blackwelder Real Estate 
Trust Co. announced yesterday that it 
is projecting an independent terminal 
system, to embrace an area, extending 
from Broadway to Tenth street and 
from Mound to Carr § street, which 
will entail an expenditure of ap- 
proximately $40,000,000 for land and im-, 
provements. 

W. J. Holbrook now is in New York 
soliciting capital for the enterprise, and 
is expected to return tomorrow. 

The project contemplates the acqui- 
sition of all the real estate within those 
confines, comprising 25 city blocks, and 
‘the erection therein of warehouses or 
of factories with terminal facilities. 

There are about 800 front feet to the 
block, or 20,000 front feet in the entire 
% blocks, estimated at $300 a front foot, 
or a total of $6,000,000. The cost, how- 
ever, it is believed, would approximate 
$7,000,000, as comparatively little of the 
property could be acquired at this rate. 

An outlay of $30,000,000, it is esti- 
mated, would be required in perfecting 
the plans of the terminal eae 


Will Seek Ordinan 
The terminals would be Soenented with 


the labyrinth of tracks of the Burling- 
ton, Rock Island, M. K. & T. and 
Wabash and Terminal railways, lying 
east of Broadway in this locality. This 
would be accomplished by the construc- 
tion of a subway projected diagonally 
from Second and Mullanphy streets to 
Broadway and Cass avenue. An ordi- 


ficer of the Holbrook-Blackwelder Co., 
will be asked at the reconvening of the 
Municipal Assembly Sept. 20. An ordi- 
nance for vacating streets also will De 
sought. 

The terminals, it is said, would be op- 
eratefl in conjunction with a bridge 
to be erected by East St. Louis capital- 
ists, of whom former Mayor Stephens 
is the prime mover, and the western 
terminus of which it is said will be 
either at the foot of Florida street or 
at the foot of Mullanphy street.

Options are being obtained on the 
land, which woul4 be sold or leased 
in sites to suit, the warehouses or 
the factories being erected by the in-* 
dependent terminals or by the pur- 
chasers or lessees, as the latter may 
elect. 

In instances in which the land is 
sold for more than that designated 
by tthe option, the premium would ba 
divided between the Independent ‘Ter- 
minal Co, and the original owners.

garbage is two weeks old and Reber 
does not want it any longer, but the 
officials of Granite City refuse to let 
him “get by’ with it. 

The Granite City officials have a lot 
to say about it, because St. Louis gar- 
bage is reduced at Stallings, [ll It 
is hauled there by the Illinois Traction 
System by way. of Granite City. 

The reducti#n company has 18 steel 
cars for hauling garbage, but during a 
recent rush. it borrowed wooden ‘cars 
and loaded them with refuse. These 
wooden cam Granite City refuses to 
endure, even as transients, They ac- 
cordingly stand in the North St. Louis 
yards while people residing in the yards 
say uncomplimentary things about cer- 
tain officials and Reber frantically seeks 
@ means of getting rid of the source 
of trouble. 

Reber informed the Illinois 
System that unless the garbage were 
transported before Sunday night he 
would have city wagons unload the 
refuse and throw it into the river, but 
the possibility of Government objection 
caused him later to change his mind. 
In the meantime the 18 steel cars are 
in continual use and the Granite City 
cfficials are just as determined as 
ever that no St. Louis garbage shall ba 
hauled through their streets in wooden 
cars.

The railroads of the country are 
interested and their engi- 
neers “will attend the St. Louls con- 
vention. The total attendance will 
exceed 5000 persons, it is said. 

At the St. Louis convention it is 
probable that laws will be drawn for 
presentation tothe various State leg- 
islatures, providing for the drainage 
of swamp lands. There are 75,000,000 
acres of such land in this country, a 
large proportion of which can be re- 
claimed.

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Equalization Board Figures Show 
Total to Present Year Is 
$184,498,519. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 31.—The 
total valuation placed by the State 
Boarg of Equalization on the public 
corporation property of the State for 
the present year’s taxes, according to 
figures given out today by State 
Auditor Gordon, is $184;498,519, an in- 
crease of $3,236,810 over 1911. 

| The railroads are valued at $165.504,- 
659, an increase over last year of $1,- 
649,898. The telegraph lines are valued 
at $2,779,270, and the telephone lines at 
35,968,084. There is an increase of $38,664 
im the valuation of the telegraph lines, 
and $298,348 in the telephone corffpanies. 

The valuations placed upon the large 
railroad systems follows: Santa Fe, 
$7,135,950; Chicago & Alton, $6,361,482; 
Burlington, $18,577,823; Chicago Great 
Western, $1,277,216; Rock Island, $7,451,- 
889; Kansas City Southern, $3,395,524; 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas, $8,442,089; 
Missouri Pacific, $22,472, 015; Frisco, $20,- 
884,596; Wabash, $10,423,521; Terminal 
Railway Assoclation, $6,306,400. 

Increases were made in all the large 
railroad systems save the Terminal As- 
sociation of St. Louis. It stands at the 
tame figure as last year. 

The Metropolitan Street Railway wf 
Kansas City is valued at $8,902,511. This 
is an increase of $103,659 over 191%. The 
United Railways of St..Louis is valued 
at $21,991,028, and there 1s no increase 
Over last year’s assessment. 

The large telephone and telegraph 
companies are valyed as follows: Bell, 
$3,415,617, an increase over last year of 
$150,098; Missouri & Kansas, $2.459,259, an 
increase of $12,822; Kansas City Home 
Telephone, $1,186,692, an increase of $66,- 
924; Kinloch, $646,360, an increase of $22,- 
70; Western Union Telegraph Co., $2,- 
487,887, an increase of $29,055: Postal 
Telegraph Co., $228,851, an increase of 
$4267. 

The total valuation of all taxable 
property in the State for the 1912 taxes 
Stands at $1,736,371,608. The valuation is 
divided as follows: Real estate, $1,189,- 
900,572; personal property, $368,792,522: 
corporations, $184,498,514..

“But,” says Chief Inspector H. W. 
Belnap’s report to the commission, ‘“‘it 
lies wholly within the power of the rail- 
road managers virtually to put an end 
to from 75 to 80 per cent of these har- 
rowing disasters.” 

Belnap says the accident, which was a ‘ 
rear-end collision, might have been pre- eg e operas

mg train. It is pointed out that Woo4- 
worth did not give warning at a suf- 
ficient distance to enable the engineer 
to stop, and gave merely a caution sig- 
nal, instead of a signal to stop. 

“A contributing cause of the accident, ’ 
reports Inspector Belnap, ‘“‘was the fail- 
ure Of Engineman Brownson properly 
to contro] the speed of his train, and 
to obey the indications of fixed signals. 
This investigation also disclosed the 
fact that it was not an uncommon oc- 
currence for trains to run past signals 
in the stop position, during foggy or 
stormy weather.” == — 

Sharp criticism also is made in the re- 
port of the high rate of speed at waich 
the train was being run, particularly as 
the weather was foggy and heavy. One 
of the officials of the line, F. C. Rice, 
Inspector of Transportation, testified 
that ‘‘excessive’’ speed is the cause of 
about 75 to 80 per cent of the catastro- 
phies in the last few years. Inspector 
Belnap points out that if this statement 
be true, the railroad managors can pr2- 
vent ‘75 t6 8) per cent” of the wrecks.

Writ of Habeas Corpus. 


Regarding Gov. Hadley’s alleged

The 
Supreme Court .would dismiss the 
writ at once, and then Hadley could 
say that the lower court had been 
upheld by the Supreme Court.’”

At Columbus Mr. Taft’s defense of his woolen 
veto was a reminder to Democratic Congressmen 
that he was elected by the people, just as they 
were, and “by a good many more people.”

OTHER UNIVERSES. 
One of the boldest speculations from the brains 
of the Mount Wilson Observatory, to the effect 
that the most recent study of the so-called spiral 
nebulae points to the conclusion that outside of 
our “universe” are other vast systems of suns, 
separated from our system by immeasurable 
spaces. : 
The nebulae, or “clouds,” were first studied and 
classified by a French astronomer named Mes-, 
sier, who was an inveterate comet hunter. They 
looked to him, with his comparatively small tele- 
scope, like bits of comets’ tails, but were as im- 
movable in space as the fixed stars and evidently 
as far off, or farther. Then Sir William Herschel 
and later astronomers, with larger instruments, 
found that a majority of these nebulae were spiral!

All this is interestingly worked out by Dr. Fath 
in the September Century. He shows that no 
one has yet been able to suggest a method of find- 
ing out how far away any of these tremendously 
distant clusters of suns may be. The one most 
studied, situated in the constellation known as 
Andromeda, has a dtameter of 35,000,000,000,000 
miles, or forty million times that of our gun. 
Its distance, on this estimate of size, is calculated 
te be ten million times the distance between the 
sun and the earth, which places it far outside of 
our solar‘system. 

When the Psalmist exclaimed, “The heavens 
declare the glory of God,” he had used nothing 
but@his eyes and his imagination. How profound 
would have been his awe had he been able to con- 
ceive the cosmos as now pictured for us by scien- 
tists, composed of numberless universes, scattered 
at inconceivable distances through endless space!

It is now charged 
that Rooseveit knew this money could not be 
returned, but wrote the letter to “keep his ow 
record straight.” The Colonel, William Loeb, who 
was his private secretary, Archbold and Perkins 
will be among the first witnesses. The inquiry 
is expected to have a vital effect on the present 
campaign. An interesting phase of Penrose’s state- 
ment is the revelation that William Flinn, Bull 
Moose leader in Pennsylvania, begged him on 
Quay’s death, to intercede with Archbold in his 
behalf as Quay’s successor. He says Flinn offered 
$2,000,000 for the place. *This is denied by Flinn. 
The Philadelphia North American, an ardent Bull 
Moose organ, accuses Penrose of starting his cam- 
paign against Roosevelt to beat both Taft and 
Roosevelt, and insure the election of Wilson, “be- 
cause of his friendliness to the interests.”

CROP WAS NEARLY 
DOUBLED IN 1311 


Bulletin Shows That 11,340,305 
Pounds for That Year Were 
Marketed. 


MOSTLY NORTH OF RIVER 


Much Land in State Capable of 
Growing the Weed Still 
Available. 


In 1911 Missouri marketed 11,340,000 


‘pounds of tobacco, valued at $1,360,836, 


which was nearly twice as much as was 
ever miarketed in the State in any other 
year, according to a bulletin just issued 
by the State Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
The bulletin, which will appear in full 
in the 1912 Red Book, is in part as fol- 
lows: 

“The tobacco production of Missouri 
during the past few years has more 
than kept pace with the increase in 
cther farm crops of the State, no other 
crop having shown such a marked in- 
crease ih acreage, production and value. 

“The figures given are based on Tfre- 
turns received from railroad and ex- 
press companies, and do not take into 
account the thousands of pounds pro- 
duced in the State and used locally. 

“The effort on the part of the manu- 
facturers to encourage the growing of 
tobacco in Missouri has met with splen- 
cid success. It is predicted that with- 
in a few years the production will ia- 
crease many times over, as the crop is 
a highly profitable one, and there are 
yet thousands of acres of land in the 
State capable of producing a high grade 
tobacco, which are awaiting the com- 
ing of the experienced tobacco grower. 


ing territory of the State is north of 
the Missouri River, although, in 1911, 
considerable tobacco was grown in the 
Counties of Bates, Cape Girardeau, 
Cass, Cooper, Lafayette, St. Francois, 
St. Louis and in a small way in other 
counties south of the river. 
Platte County Leads. 

“Nearly one-half of the entire ship- 
ments of the State for 1911 came from 
Piatt County, this county leading with 
shipments amounting to 5,442,014 pounds. 
The other large producing counties, with 
the amount shipped from each, are: 
Andrew, 24,000; Bates, 20,000; Buchanan, 
120,086; Boone, 1954; Callaway, 221,511; 
Cape Girardeau, 676; Carroll, 79,933: 
Cass, 125,017; Chariton, 1,523,997; Clay. 
1,392,815; Clinton, 99,780; Cooper, 765,820: 
De Kalb, 30,000; Howard, 71,445; Lafay- 
ette, 60,557; St. Louis, 849,385; Schuyler, 
483,721; St. Francois, 3539. 

“In all, 54 counties report shipments 
of tobacco in 1911, with a number ship- 
ping only a few pounds each. 

“While it is possible that a small part 
of the 1910 crop was not shipped until 
early ig 1911, thereby making a some- 
what better showing for 1911 than is de- 
served, yet the fact remains that 19U 
was far and away the banner tobacco, 
year for Missouri. 

“The number of pounds marketed an- 
nmually for the past five years follows: 
In 1907, 609,000; 1908, 1,012,253; 1909, 4,425, - 
000; 1910, 6,653,728; 1911, 11,340,305. 

$100 to $250 Per Acre, 

“A close estimate shows that there 
were from 8000 to 10,000 acres in tobacco 
in this State in 1911, many acres pro- 
ducing from $100 to $250 worth of this 
crop. The wonder is that more acres 
are not planted each year, ‘although it 
would be folly to attempt to raise to- 
bacco on some Missouri soil; in fact, it 
should not be attempted on-a large scale 
until a careful analysis has convinced 
the farmer that his soil has the neces- 
sary properties for growing this crop. 

“The following timely quotation is 
taken from a bulletin on tobacco grow- 
ing, prepared by the United States: De- 
partment of Agriculture: © 

“*No plant is so affected by different 
types of soil as is the tobacco plant. 
The variety of tobacco grown in a given 
locality depends upon the type of soil 
in that locality. The texture of the soll 
seems eto influence the character ana 
quality of the tobacco more than its 
chemical composition. Before the to- 
bacco is set out the soil should be thor- 
oughly prepared by deep plowing, roll- 
ing and harrowing, and the rows should 
be laid off at a uniform distance with 
a marker. If sod land is to be planted 
in tobacco it should be plowed early in 
the spring, to give the sod time to thor- 
oughly rot.’’’

Another hero who gave his life that a child 
might live was Bernhard Schneider Sr., a farmer 
of St. Peters, St. Charles County, Mo., in whose 
honor a bronze medal recently was voted by the 
commission. Robert A. Iffrig, a boy of 14, was 
bathing in Dardenne Creek. He could not swim. 
He stepped into a hole where the water was 14 
feet deep. Schneider, also unable to swim, waded 
to :the edge of the “step-eff” and caught Iffrig,

‘but was drawn into the deeper water and both 


went under. When they came up, Schneider 
pushed Iffrig toward the bank and then sank back 
and drowned. Iffrig was pulled out by a boy who 
extended a stick to him. Mrs. Schneider is 
drawing $35 a month from the Carnegie fund, and 
each of three children gets $5 a month for sup- 
port. 

Matthew D. Robson of Pana, Ill., was 18 years 
old when, in 1907, he saved the lives of 17 men, 
all husbands and fathers. A fire was raging at 
the top of the 700-foot shaft of a coal mine. The 
fans had been stopped. The cages had been 
burned from their cables. Sparks and brands 
were dropping down the shaft. A mile and a 
quarter back in the mine 17 men were working, 
and this entry was being filled with smoke. Sev- 
eral men refused to go to the end of the entry 
and notify the miners of their danger. Young 
Robson went alone, running all the way. He 
led, the miners back, pushing past the shaft and 
into the east entry, where all were safe. For 
this heroic aeed Robson received a silver medal 
and $1000 to be applied to a worthy purpose, as 
needed, 

A young St. Louls girl who died in an attempt

Theodore Boettcher, a coal miner of Belleville, 
lil., got a silver medal and $850 to liquidate a 
mortgage, in recognition of his heroism in saving 
the life of Daniel Hopp, a fellow miner. Boettch- 
er’s act was unusually daring. Six feet from a 


blast charge about to explode Hopp was pinned to 
Boettcher. 


the floor by a sudden fall of slate. 
rushed to the blast and pulled out the fuse, which 
had burned to within a quarter of an inch of 
the powder. 

Children are not lacking on the hero roll. 
Thirteen-year-old Lyndon B. Phifer received a 
bronze medal and $2000 for educational purposes 
by saving Paul I. Burrows, 5 years old, from be- 
ing run over by. a train at Rich Hill, Mo., Oct. 
14, 1905. Phifer ran out on a trestle, released the 
other boy’s foot from between two cross-ties, 
where it was wedged, dropped him over the side 
into a small stream 13 feet below, and hung to the 
end of a cross-tie until the train passed. 

The second woman rewarded with a medal was 
Miss Lavinia Steele of Iowa City, Io., whose num- 
ber on the.hero roll is nine. George E. Hill had 
broken through the ice on the Iowa River. Miss 
Steele skated over thin ice where others of light- 
er weight had refused to go, and pulled the man 
out with a short pole. 

“He giveth his life for his friend.” Rufus J. 
Combs of Midway, Ky., risked his life for 
his enemy. Richard Godson, a _ lawyer, 
was both a personal and a political enemy of 
Combs. Godson was overcome by gas in a vault 
containing a gas-making apparatus. Friends 
stood by, fearing to enter the vault. Confbs, the 
enemy, forgot his enmity. He entered the vault 
and saved Godson. Combs received a silver medal 
and $1500 for this extraordinary deed of bravery. 

An act of heroism brought unexpected prosper- 
ity to County Superintendent of Schools Andrew 
J. Hedger of Pierceville, Kan. Joseph H. King 
and another man were buried at the bottom of a 
well by a cave-in of the sandy earth. Hedger, a 
stranger to the men, remonstrated with some of 
their friends who refused to accompany him into 
the well. He went down alone, extricated King 
and saved his life, and dug out the body of the 
other man, while a second cave-in was threat- 
ened by a crack at the surface, He worked two 
hours in the well. Shortly after he came out the 
second cave-in occurred, A gold medal was award- 
ed to Hedger, with $3600, of which $600 was ap- 
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Graves of Versailles, Ky., who saved a negro 
named Merritt L. Brown from being gored and 
trampled to death by an enraged bull. Graves at- 
tacked the animal with a pocketknife while it 
had Brown on the ground. He was knocked down 
and sustained a fractured rib and bruises all over 
his body. If a dog were eligible to heroship 
Graves’ dog might be in the list also, for it chased 
away the bull.. Perhaps some day Mr. Carnegie 
may establish a fund for canine heroes. 

Marjorie E. Coast of Iowa City, Io., who wasn’t 
sure she knew howto swim, leaped from a dock 
into the Iowa River at a point seven feet deep 
and shoved 10-year-old Margaret Hayes, who had 
fallen in, to a floating plank. Marjorie, who is 16 
now—that was five years ago—has a silver medal 
and knows she can swim. 

A 14-year-old schoolboy, Frank F. Berg, jumped 
from a boat on the Illinois Kiver at Peoria and 
swam to a dock with Mrs. Minnie B. Love, who 
had fallen from the boat. Mrs. Love was much 
heavier than the boy, who received a bronze med- 
al and $2000 for. educational purposes. 

Even the office boy is a Carnegie hero. Office 
boy John W. Frafh, aged 15, rescued C. Edward 
Ley, two years older, from drowning at South 
Bend, Ind. Ley became exhausted 50 feet from 
shore. Frain swam out to him. Ley tried to 
grasp him, but the boy pulled loose and swam 
to shore. A second time he swam out to Ley, 
finally getting a safe hold and towing him to the 
bank. The boy received a bronze medal. 

Heroigm under a black skin is just as heroic as 
under a white. George L. McCue, a negro train 
porter, ran 150 feet along the railroad track at 
Garden City, Kan., part of the way in front of a 
train moving 40 miles an hour, and tossed aside a 
baby and its carriage, which had rolled on the 
track. The pilot beam of the engine missed the 
hero by only a few inches. McCue received a 
bronze medal and $300 for educational pur- 
poses. 

Twelve heroes who died in attempting to save 
the lives of miners in the coal mine at Cherry, IIL., 
in the memorable disaster of Nov. 13, 1909, are 
numbered on the Carnegie roll. Medals were sent 
tu their ves and the families were pen- 


sioned according to the usual conditions. The 
men who died for others were Isaac Lewis Jr.

These 
men were picked fighters and gunmen. 

A liveryman whom Mosher found in Russell- 
ville related that one night he was overtaken by 
rain near the mysterious farm, and. put up there 
over night.

So she caused the courts to appoint a guardian 
for him, and started proceedings to have his lat- 
est acquisition of a ward annulled.

These rather sensational developments have 
stirred Iowa from center to circumference, for 
there the name of ‘'Father” Coffin is a household 
word. His career has been unusual. Born on a 
New Hampshire farm, he attended Oberlin Col- 
lege and afterwards was an instructor in Geauga 
Seminary, where James A. Garfield and Lucretia 
Ranfolph, later Mrs. Garfield, were among his 
pupils. Then he located a claim on faim lands 
near Fort Dodge, which have proved an F! Dor- 
ado, During the Civil War he was both sergeant 
and chaplain of an lowa regiment, and after- 
wards becoming a clergyman, proved that Yankee 
thrift and theology are not incompatible. 

From 1883 to 1888 he was a member of the Iowa 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, and succeeded, 
after a struggle of several years, in compelling 
the railroads in the State to adopt safety appli- 
ances in coupling and operating trains. The in- 
formation gained in this position caused him to 


found, in Chicago, a Home of Aged and Disabled 


Railroad Men, of which he is the head. He inau- 
gurated the White Button temperance movement 
among railway employes in 1893. He has served 
as president o: the Ratlroa@ Temperance Associa- 
tion, and is president of the Iowa Anti-Saloon 
League. He was the prohibition party nominee 
for Governor of fowa in 1907, and established 
“Hope Hall” on his own farm, a refuge for dis- 
charged convicts. In 1908 he was nominated for 
Vice-President of the United States 'y the !nited 
Chrisiian party, but succumbed at t.e polis *o 
the sunny smile of James Schoolcraft Sherman. 


On the other side the newest Miss Coffin’s life 
ha» not been uneventful. She was the daughter 








of B. F. Murray of Iowa, who was cne of Coffin’s 


business associates end who died on the night 
of his election to Congress. She claims descent 
from Lindley Murray, the famous grammarian, 
and from Mary Lindley Murray, a revolutionary 
heroine, credited with having preserved Israel Put- 
nam’s army from annihilation, is feat being 
commemorated by a bronze plate on Murray Hill, 
New York City. 

Miss Coffin took courses at Leland Stanford 
and Northwestern Universities, and holds the de- 
gree of doctor of divinity from Lombard College 
at Galesburg, Ill. As Elizabeth Murray, she was 
a valued contribr‘-- to VUnic go Newspapers and 
to magazines, and her lyric verses are said to have 
won the praise of James Whitcomb Riley. She 
has traveled the lyceum circuits as reader and lec- 
turer and is at present composing a novel.

Disappearing Bed Originated in California 


sojourns in Southern California, where 

they kept house for several months instead 
of boarding, talk enthusiastically of a novel idea 
in housekeeping which originated in Los Angeles, 
and has become almost an old story there, but is 
new to the rest of the world. The disappearing 
gun is a national institution, being of the coast 
artillery, br’ the disappearing bed is purely 
Southern Californian. 

Go into many of the first-class, up-to-date apart- 
ment houses, and you will see everything that 
ean possibly contribute to comfort and conveni- 
ence, except the beds, and ff you do not know 
where to look for them you might as well start 
ou a needle-in-the-haystack expedition. 

The disappearing bed has the old-fashioned, un- 
sanitary folding bed beaten to a frazzle, and just 
at present seems to have reached the height of 
popularity on the Pacific Coast, for the most ex- 
pensive apartment hotels are being fitted with 
them, as well as the cheaper flats and modest 
bungalows. 

Built-in furniture has long been a distinctive 
feature of California houses. and the average 
bungalow or flat is equipped with sideboard or 
buffet, bookcases and even a writing desk built 
into the walls and finished with leaded-glass doors 
and metal knobs and handles. These proved to 
be so satisfactory that some enterprising builder 
decided to go one better. He put in beds ag well. 

The disappearing bed is kept, when not in use, 
ia a recess opening out of one room, but extend-

ing for the most part into the room adjoining. 
This recess opens underneath some large piece 
of built-in furniture, a buffet or bureau er book- 
case, and the head of the bed forms the lower part 
of that particular piece. Only the flpor space in 
the adjoining room is occupied by the bed recess, 
whichAs about three feet high, and the space above 
it is utilized for a cupboard or closet 

There are hundreds of small apartments tn Los 
Angeles and the surrounding towns that consist 
of a living room, dining room, large closet, «!t«h- 
en and bath, with two disappeariug Leas in cach 
apartment. The bed in the Hving room slides 
under the bookease and extends sometimes into 
the closet, sometimes into the bathroom. In 
either case the space over the bed recess is occu- 
pied by a closed-in closet with shelves and doors 
similar to any ordinary closet except that Its 
floor, instead of being flush with the other floors 
is 3 feet higher. 


The bed in the dining room ts under the buffet 
@ recess extends into the kitchen. The 
part of the buffet, like the bookcase, is a 

practical piece of furniture and has shelves and 
giass doors and a row of drawers for silver and 
table linen over the head of the bed, which as 
often as not is made to simulate the doors of the 
little cupboard usually found in the lower part 
of such a buffet.

In all of the experiments the break of the pro- 
jectile had been in every possible direction except 
upwards; and it was determined to ‘study the 
problem of control. Certain speculations concern- 
ing the seams of a baseball led to painting a ring 
of emery and glue around the equator of the 
ivory ball. After some practice, it was found 
that the ball could be made to break with fair 
certainty in any chosen direction, by regulating 
the position of the ring at the point where the 
break came. The ball always broke away from 
‘he greatest smooth area. 

In the meantime, Irwin had been experimenting 
for himself. He got some hollow ping pong balls 
made of celluloid, and dropped them from the 
fourth story of the “well” of a New York apart- 
ment house, where the air was free from cur- 
rents.

That pressure, aue to the slight 
spin, infinitesimal] as it is, is the determining fac- 
tor.” 

This theory, plausible as it seems, was greeted 
with an emphatic “Impossible!” by Prof. ‘Trow- 
bridge. 

“The hypothesis presupposes that the ball is 
piling pp air as it-goes alony—that it is contin- 
ually increasing the air cushion, said he. ‘“‘Now, 
a pitched ball moves less than 100 feet a second. 
The motion of the air before the ball is a vibra- 
tion—of the nature of a sound wave. And & 
sound wave travels nearly 1100 feet a second. 
How, then, could the ball catch up with the vi- 
bration?” 

In this opinion Prof. McLenahan concurred. 

But while repudiating what is probably. the 
most widely spread theory for explaining the ¢a- 
pers of a spitball, the scientists had at the time 
nothing better to offer in its stead. Possibly in 
the future laymen will be overwhelmingly illum- 
inated on the subject by some learned monograph 
bristling with algebraic formulae, such as those 
with which science expounds the secrets of the 
phenomena of the gyroscope and the boomerang. 


There are said to be three other freak batls 
thrown without a spin to which science may turn 
its attention when it has dispatched the spitbal). 
These are the so-called knuckle-ball, the slow ball 
and a double curve ball, which old-time theorists 
or the game considered impossible, but which 
Pilly Sullivan, a White Sox catcher, has perfected 
by years of practice. 

To throw the knuckle-ball the pitcher, as he 
raises his arm over his head, contracts the joints 
of his thumb and fingers until the ball is held 
between their tips. He throws, finishing with 
a jerk towards the plate. At the moment of re- 
lease, he pops out his finger tips in the manner 
of a man flicking a paper wad from his thumb 
with a fingernail. The ball travels without re- 
volving—the cocking and flicking of the fingers 
being only a device to obtain the effect. The 
ball has, so far as the eye can judge, the same 
curious line of flight as the spitball. 


One of the necessary devices of the modern 
pitcher is the slow ball, or change of pace. Mod- 
ern batting and coaching have become so keen 
that all balls, fast or slow, must be thrown with 
the same apparent motion. Therefore the pitch- 
e1 about to serve up a “slow one” is under the 
necessity Of simulating the preliminary motions 
of a fast ball up to the very instant when the 
missile leaves his hand.

Born on a 
New Hampshire farm, he attended Oberlin Col- 
lege and afterwards was an instructor in Geauga 
Seminary, where James A. Garfield and Lucretia 
Ranfolph, later Mrs. Garfie¥i-=Were among his 
pupils. Then he located a claim on faim lands 
near Fort Dodge, which have proved an EF! Dor- 
ado. During the Civil War he was both sergeant 
and chaplain of an lowa regiment, and after- 
wards becoming a clergyman, proved that Yankee 
thrift and theology are not incompatible. 

From 1888 to 1888 he was a member of the Iowa 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, and succeeded, 
after a struggle of several years, in contpelling 
the railroads in the State to adopt safety appli- 
ances in coupling and operating trains. The in- 
formation gained in this position caused him to 


found, in Chicago, a Home of Aged and Disabled 


Railroad Men, of which he is the head. He inau- 
gurated the White Button temperance movement 
among railway employes in 1893. He has served 
as president o: the Railroa@ Temperance Associa-

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of B. F. Murray of Iowa, who was cone of Coffin’s 


business associates end who died on the night 
of his election to Congress. She claims descent 
from Lindley Murray, the famous grammarian, 
and from Mary Lindley Murray, a revolutionary 
heroine, credited with having preserved Israel Put- 
nam’s army from annihilation, is feat being 
commemorated by a bronze plate on Murray Hill, 
New York City. 

Miss Coffin took courses at Leland Stanford 


‘and Northwestern Universities, and holds the de- 


gree of doctor of divinity from Lombard College 
at Galesburg, Ill. As Elizabeth Murray, she was 
a valued contribr‘-- to VUuic go Newspapers and 
to magazines, and her lyric verses are said to have 
won the praise of James Whitcomb Riley. She 
has traveled the lyceum circuits as reader and lec- 
turer and is at present composing a novel.

Disappearing Bed Originated in California 


T. LOUISANS who have returned from long 
S sojourns in Southern California, where 
they kept house for several months instead 
of boarding, talk enthusiastically of a novel idea 
in housekeeping which originated in Los Angeles, 
and has become almost an old story there, but is 
new to the rest of the world. The disappearing 
gun is a national institution, being of the coast 
artillery, br’ the disappearing bed {is ‘purely 
Southern Californian. 

Go into many of the first-class, up-to-date apart- 
nent houses, and you will see everything that 
can possibly contribute to comfort and conveni- 
ence, except the beds, and if you do not know 
where to look for them you might as well start 
ou a needle-in-the-haystack expedition. 

The disappearing bed has the old-fashioned, un- 
sanitary folding bed beaten to a frazzle, and just 
at present seems to have reached the height of 
popularity on the Pacific Coast, for the most ex- 
pensive apartment hotels are being fitted with 
them, as well as the cheaper flats and modest 
bungalows. 

Built-in furniture has long 
feature of California houses. and the average 
bungalow or flat is equipped with sideboard or 
buffet, bookcases and even a writing desk built 
into the walls and finished with leaded-glass doors 
and metal knobe and handles.

Dor- 
ado. During the Civil War he was both sergeant 
and chaplain of an lowa regiment, and after- 
wards becoming a clergyman, proved that Yankee 
thrift and theology are not incompatible. 

From 1883 to 1888 he was a member of the lowa 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, and succeeded, 
after a struggle of several years, in compelling 
the railroads in the State to adopt safety appli- 
ances in coupling and operating trains. The !n- 
formation gained in this position caused him to 


found, in Chicago, a Home of Aged and Disabled 


Railroad Men, of which he is the head. He inau- 
gurated the White Button temperance movement 
among railway employes in 1893. He has served 
as president o: the Railroa™ Temperance Asgsocia- 
tion, and is president of the lowa Anti-Saloon 
League. He was the prohibition party nominee 
for Governor of lowa in 1907, and established 
“Hope Hall” on his own farm, a refuge for dis- 
charged convicts. In 1998 he was nominated for 
Vice-President of the United States 'y the !/nited 
Chrisiian party, but succumbed at t.e polls *o 
the sunny smile of James Schoolcraft Sherman.

I saw the 
excited crowd surging around the building where 
the lights gleamed through the windows. They 
gave way, and I entered to find my brother lying 
on his face. .I knelt down, taking his head in 
my lap; his life had not yet ebbed away. I found 
two bullet wounds, one in the back of his head, 
and one over the left ear, ranging forward. 


I knew that he had been assassinated, and all of 
the ambition of life went out o- me. ‘i‘he’ future, 
which seemed so bright to me as a young lawyer, 
died there with my murdered brother. 1 vowed 
then and there to kill the men who had so cru- 
elly murdered Ed. However, after advising with 
my father, I determined to await the action of the 
law, though I confess I did not want to. 

The'prisoners were acquitted. Then, I wired for 
my brother, Frank Jennings, who lived in Denver, 
and on his arrival we arranged to avenge the kill- 
ing of Ed. We rode away, taking up our abode 
at the Spike S Ranch in Creek Nation, 25 miles 
southeast of Tulsa. We waited until my father 
left Woodward before we began operations, and 
then we sought the fugitives all over Oklahoma, 
but somehow they were always apprised of our 
presence, and evaded us. 

One evening about twilight, I rode to my father’s 
home in Tecumseh, where he was County Judge, 
and I was informed by him that I was accused of 
train robbery. He was greatly distressed. I con- 
vinced him of my absolute innocence, and then he 
insisted on my facing my accusers, and clearing 
our good name. 

I then informed my father that it would be im- 
possible for.me to establish an alibi, for the rea- 
son that the ranch owners were not at the ranch 
the night the train was robbed..and the men who 
were there wer: fugitives, and could not ¢o. into 
cc unt, 

We had rather heatéd words, and I rode away. I

never expected to see my poor old father again; 
I did ‘not want to bring further zrief on him by 
my presence. I lay out that night and the uext 
morning I rode up to a store in the Seminule 
country to get my breakfast. Standing around 
were three or four men heavily armed “ith re- 
volvers. I believed they were either Deputy 
United States Marshals or horse thieves; there 
was scarcely anything to distinguish.them in 
those days. 

I finished my cheese and crackers, went out, 
niounted my horse, and had ridden some two or 
three hundred yards, when the armed officers 
orened fire, killing my horse and wounding me. 
Extricating myself from my horse, I drew my win- 
chester and opened fire on the men, causing them 
to flee to the timber.

The men had been brand- 
ing calves, and were eating supper. 

Sitting around the campfire, I told them the 
story of the day. I saw a sinister smile play over 
the strong faces, for they had always wanted my 
brother and me, and they got us. We joined the 
“Long Riders,” and for two years we went as 
wild as march hares. We had many narrow es- 


capes, and pretty rough work at times, impos- — 


sible now to relate. Many things were charged 
te us of which-we knew nothing. 

On the first day of October, 1897, five of us 
stopped. the southbound passenger train on the 
Rock ‘Island at a siding, between Minco and 
Chickasha, at 11:55 a..m. We attempted to rob 
the express, and failed, and then ordered every- 
body out on the right-of-way, lining them up 
against the wire fence, where we proceeded to 
take up a collection for traveling expenses. 

During the next two months things were aw- 
fully hot. Hundreds of men and officers were 
“burning the woods.” Finally, on the first day of 
Decenibér, 1897, we rounded up at the Spike §

manch, staying all night. About 9 o’clock next 
morning our hostess’ brother went to the barn for 
a bucket of water. He stayed so long that she 
went after him. Soon returning, she rushed into 
the door greatly excited, saying: “You are all 
surrounded, and will be killed!” 


Then she grabbed her little brother and fled 
out the front door. She had not left the door 
when the first volley was fired, crashing through 
I had stepped to the kitchen window. 
looking north, when the volley came, breaking the 
glass window and cutting my face with broken 
glass. I. was also wounded about eight inches 
above the left knee, a steel ball strangely lodged 
against the bone. Some 400 shots were fired 
during the fight, and we finally. left the house, 
running to.a small peach orchard —south of the 
house. There we made another stand, and si- 
lenced the other side, and made our escape. We 
waded Duck Creek, and went into the moun- 
tains. 

Three of us were wounded. My brother, Frank, 
had 22 bulletholes through his clothing, and was 
not hurt. : He made the bravest fight that day I 
ever saw a man make; he stood in the open with 
bullets pattering around him thick as hail, and 
fought back until] the officers were afraid to peep 
from their hiding place. They were protected by 
a log house, a big barn and the timber. About 
dusk we espied two Indians with a wagon and 
team of ponies; we captured Indians, team and 
all, and started aouth, driving two days and nights 
without fucd We suffered a great deal from 
cold, as tt rained and turned to sleet, freezing our 
wet clothing We went to a good friend’s home, 
where we got sumething to eat, and there a horse 
thief came ty us, telling us we had killed three 
officers, when, in, fact, the only harm done the 
officers wag just a big scare.

“Mr. Davis and his new wife,” said Mr. Dan- 
ner, at his home in Cambridge, “are doing 
a beautiful work. Just as we have asked them, 
they are carrying the gospel to its ‘init. That’s 
just what we want to do—to bring to these 
poor outcasts love, care, education, the gospel. 
It is a tremendous thing. Ministering to the 
lepers is but an incident—the Master spoke that 
when He said, ‘Heal the sick and cleanse the 
leper.’ 

“Do you realize what influence the example of 
such men,and women as Mr. and Mrs. Davis has 
upon the poor, ignorant people of the Hast? 
They cast out their own people when leprosy 
seizes them; the unfortunates must live alone, 
they must feed themselves, they must care for 
themselves, they must earn their own living. 
But who will employ a leper? Would you? And 
when these people see clean, nice, well-to-do 
men and women come across the seas to help 
them, do they not realize, after all, that there 
is something to our gospel? 

“IT have been among the lepers many times; 
I am not afraid. Of course, we all take san- 
itary precautions, but we teach the lepers to do 
that, too. And we are saving tweir cnaildren 
from getting the disease—the untainted chil- 
dren of leprous parents. That will be part of 
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Mrs. Davis’ work. Isn't {t wonderful?” 

Chandkuri, 
colonies in India, has’nearly 600 of the afflicted. 
Houseless and helpless 
help—one day a mother with two leprous' child- 
ren; another day a man with a bowl, his only 
earthly possession, holding it out for a few 
grains of rice from the bounty of passers-by. 

Among these despised outcasts the Rev. Mr. 
and Mrs. Davis will spend their honeymoon and 
live their lives. They will teach the children, 


show the grown-ups how to work; teach the 


Bible to them all. They will tend the sick and 
help bind up the bleeding stumps of hands and 
feet. They will encourage the lepers to jlant 
their little gardens and grow at least a part of 
their own food. Each leper cooks for himself, 
and families for themselves. Eight cents a 
week is their money allowance. 

Hardest of all is Mrs. Davis’ new task— 
separating untainted children from leprous pa- 
rents. If they are early removed they are al- 
most certain not to contract the contagion; if 
left with the fathers and mothers, leprosy
